Bakke Case 


SAC administrators, faculty and students 


express viewpoints on controversial hearing

The Allan Bakke case, now before the US. 
Supreme Court (No. 76-811, The Regents of the 
University of California v. Allan Bakke), has 
brought up more questions on discrimination in 
education than any other isolated case since 
Brown v. the Board of Education in 1954. 

Bakke applied for admission to the medical 
school of the University of California at Davis. He 
was rejected two years in a row. Then he learned 
that 16 ‘slots’ were reserved for disadvantaged 
students, but all the slots were filled by minority 
students, not white. 

As well, white applicants whose grade-point 
averages were below 2.5 were rejected, while 
minority students with averages as lowas2.1 (out 
of a high of 4.0) were accepted. Bakke carried an 
average of 3.5. ? 


He interpreted this as ‘‘reverse discrimination, 
and appealed to the California Supreme Court, 
which found in his favor. Subsequently, the Board 
of Regents took their appeal to that decision to the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 

Bitter arguments arose on the parts of whites, 
blacks, and other minorities, with some whites 
charging that minority students doing poorly 
would be inferior doctors, giving inadequate 
medical care. 

Minorities fear if the Supreme Court finds for 
Bakke, affirmative action programs will suffer. 
Said California lawyer Frank Ochoa (Newsweek, 
Sept. 26), ‘‘Bakke embodies a trend in social 
thinking which will be used to the furthest extent 
possible by those who wish to do away with 
affirmative action.” ; 

SAC faculty members and students have an 
intent interest in the case as well. 

Said Vice President of Academic Affairs, Dr. 
Richard Sneed, ‘‘The state Supreme Court said the 
ends were legal but not the means. | think the 
whole case is a benchmark in the social evolution 
of this country. By that, | mean in one sense it 
makes no difference what the U.S. Supreme Court 
rules. 


“If the federal Justices rule for Bakke, there will 
be either new legislation or a constitutional 
amendment. If they vote against him, the result 
will be the same.’ Sneed said the Bakke case is a 
“symptom of the malaise that has afflicted this 
country for a century . . . discrimination is still a 
reality in America.” 

He also feels that people should focus on 
existing social inequities--the underlying cause of 
the Bakke case, rather than on the case itself. 
“Discrimination is not dead,’’ he concluded. 

Counselor Dr. Clarence Lee said, ‘This case 
should not even exist. If men of power had 
established proper policies, then our schools 
would be representative of all segments of society. 
I'm not for lowering standards (academic); they 
should be realistic and applicable.’’ Percentage of 
enrollment should be based on percentage of the 
given minorities within the populations, he added. 

Lee said tests have been “screening out 
minority students--instead of in.’ He feels that 
qualities such as personality, motives, ability to 
cooperate and humanitarianism should be 
important criteria for admission to medical school, 
and he suggests tutorial programs for children 
with aptitude for medicine, starting as young as 
ten years of age. 

Philosophy instructor John Velasquez said the 
Bakke case is a ‘‘social dilemma--a paradox for 
those who are oppressed and the oppressors.” 

He continued, “‘We can’t deny our society is 
sexist and racist. What is pathological is not the 
existence of sexism and racism, but the denial of 
them. They are so institutionalized .. . the Bakke 
case shows up like a social hemorrhage. An 
analysis of our attempt to eliminate these 
problems has been affirmative action programs. 
What seems to exist is affirmative 
discrimination.” 

English instructor Gloria Bailey said, ‘‘The test 
scores are used to exclude rather than include 
minorities. Affirmative action students with high 
scores aren't emphasized--just those with low 
marks, and it’s not pointed out they'd never get 
there in the first place without affirmative action.”’ 

Said Guidance advisor Dr. Robert Barroza, 
“When the minority students complete their 
educations, they would go back to their 
communities and provide impetus as role models, 
and would serve as liason for higher education. ’’ 

OrienCarr, peer counselor for Special Services, 
feels that no individual institution is prepared to 
claim reverse discrimination, because ‘‘the 
majority of the desireable jobs are held by whites 
already: | don't believe we should lower standards, 
but it is necessary to upgrade education at the 
lower levels. 

MECHA President Mike Castano revealed, ‘'| 
feel bad about the case, because it could hurt the 
poor families. Certainly the negative things about 
minority students are being overemphasized. ”’ 


The people interviewed onca mpus seem to hold 
the concensus that there should be some kind of 
extra help for minority disadvantaged students, 
regardless of whether Bakke wins his case. 


Dean Lyon crowned el DON 
editor for spring semester 


el DON starts the spring semester roaring with 
Dean Lyon appointed executive editor of the 
Campus publication. 

Lyon a former resident of Detroit, Michigan, is 
familiar with most aspects of journalism. He has 
served el DON as a reporter/photographer; 
covering news, feature, and sports events; photo 
editor; and last semester's editorial editor. 

The incoming editor - in-chief is enthusiastic 
about his new position and is excited about 
sharing his experience with others. 

“el DON is more than just a class. College 
newspapers are totally unique, they are the only 
thing in college entirely student-run. 


“The newspaper is a product of a class, a 
practical hands-on experience designed to teach 
the fundamentals and ethics of everyday print 
journalism,” said Lyon. 

Terry Bales, adviser of el DON, sees this 
semester as one of the most challenging since he 
came here in 1971. 

A small staff cut down on the creativity and two 
page spreads that were prominent during the past 
two years. Numerous staff members quit or cut 
down their work load on the paper, because of 
their jobs. 

“The problem is that they overextend 
themselves. Journalism is the type of class where 


a student has to put in three hours a week out of 
class to get a story” said Bales. 

The adviser is worried about next semester 
since few experienced staff members are 
returning and Bales feels a weekly four page paper 
may be the only way to continue publication of el 
DON. 

“I've worked hard to build el DON from four 
pages to eight pages and I'd hate to see it go back 
to four,’ said Bales. 

The adviser estimated that 20 people are 
needed ‘just to get a paper out.’ This year the staff 
Started with 28 people on the paper but dwindled 
down to 16 people. 

Bales points out the many advantages of 
becoming a part of el DON--asense of 
accomplishment, ability to perform in pressure 
Situations, and a beneficial experience on a 
Student's transcripts when applying to a four year 
university. 

Lyon gave another reason for joing the campus 
publication team -- the ability to function in 
tune with the others on the staff “Newspaper 
journalism is a comradeship. Yet, there is room 
and certainly a place for individual excellence,’ 
said Lyon. ,
